Record Road Construction 


The forthcoming annual report of the 
State Hepartment of Public Works will shaw 
that during the fiscal year of 1930, which 
ended Novemher 30, there was built in 
Massachusetts a total of 395 miles of high- 
way. This represents an increase of ahout 
one hundred miles aver the total for 1929, 
which up ta that time set the record for 
highway building in the State. The total 
included 222 1-2 miles of hituminous maca- 
dam, 104 miles of gravel, 30 miles of bitum- 
inous concrete, 15 miles of cement concrete, 
81-2 miles of cement concrete and bitum- 
inous macadam and 16 miles of widening. 
The work entailed an expenditure of $19,- 
000,000, which was $2,000,000 more than 
expended last :

Podunk Is a derisive name for uny 
amall out-of-the way country town or 
villnze, kaya an article in’ Pathfinder 
Magazine. No such post office Is list. 
ed in the United States Postal Guide, 
and (t Is not known how the name ac 
quired Its odd ineaning. As enrly as 
1877 John Ro Bartlett deflned Podunk 
as “a term applied to an Imaginary 


pince (n burlesk writing or speaking.” | 


The name Is of Indian origin, 

The Podunk Indluns were a 
trihe who Uved In) South Windsor, 
Uartford county, Conn, and Vodunk, 
thelr village, wis ut the mouth of the 
small stream whieh still bears the 
name Podunk, At the close of King 
Phitlips' war In wW76 the Podunks, 
also known as the Windsor Indinns, 
disappeared with the hostile wirrlors 
and never returned. 

There !s a lolunk pond In North 
Brookfleld, Worcester county, Mass, 
and a tocal historinn gives the Indian 
meaning of the name as “plice of 
burning.” tt seems more probable 
that Podunk ts Identical with Potunk, 
a place name on tang Island, whieh ts 
probably derived from “P’tuk-ohke,” 
ap Algonquinian word meaning “a neck 
or corner of tani.”

A wtralian Ballot Now 
Universal in America 
Australlan batlot Ia the name given 
to a system of gecret voting. The 
name arose from the fact that the 
essential fentures of the system were 
firat Introduced in 1858 in South Aus- 
tralia, one of the states of the Aus 
tratlan commonwentth, says an article 
Jn lathfinder Magazine, A system of 
voting modeled after the Australinn 
aystem whs adopted in England In 
1872, In the United States (hls meth- 
od wns first employed In lncal elec- 
tlons at Loutsville, Ky. In 1888, and 
in the same year Massnchusetts adopte 
ed secret voting for all state elections, 
beginning In 1889. The Australian bal- 
lot, {n one form or other, finally wna 
ndopted by every state in the Union 
and ft still Is employed except where 
{t haa been supplanted by voting ma- 
chines, which retain the essential fea- 
tures of the Austrnlinn system. 
According to the original Australian 


| system, the namea of all candidates 


appeared on the some hnliot, which 
wes complied, printed and placed at 
the polls under the direction of public 
officlats and at public expense; (no 
other words, the ballot itself wna 
strictly official. The system had a 
threefold purpose—to prevent «!shon- 
esty In counting votes, to Insure abso- 


lute secrecy and to protect the voter | 


from outside influence while cnating 
hia vote. These were accomplished 
by giving ench voter a separate hal- 
fot and compelling bim to go alone 
into @ booth where he indiented his 
cholce by mnking a mark opposite the 
namer of the candidates whom he pre 
ferred. The ballot then wns folded 
and drapped tnto a ballot box. 


Diary Reveals Arctic 
Tragedy of Long Ago 
Away back In 1633 seven Dutch 
sailors were left on Jan Mayen 1s 
land in the Arctic by a whaling ex- 
pedition, When the whoilng ship re 
turned the next yenr all were dead 
The bodies were placed In wooden 
coffins and a entrn of rocks hullt over 
them, For nearly 800 years the exist- 
ence of this burial place has heen 
known but it was not found until a 
wireless operator named Olonkin from 
the Norwegian wenther service 
covered the cairn. Only fragments of 
the wooden coffins were found under 
the stones but most interesting of all 
wna the dinry of one of the seven 
unfortunates, Outgert Jacobsen, which 
told of thetr sufferings. “We are all 
in bitter need nnd dying,” an entry 
early In April, 1634. stated. “I crawl 
on hands and knees and help the 
others as far as [ can” The last 
notatlon was mnde April 30. It rend: 
“Wind as before. Sun shines. Who—". 
That woa the end, The hand of the 
writer had failed him before he could 
put down another word.—Capper's 
Weekly.

_ Acurious and unique American collection 
is a garden of bells, attractively arranged at 
Glenwood Mission Inn, California. Me 
Frank A. Miller, its collector, became pro- 
tector of the bells when his daughter gave 
him, as uo Christmas present, in 1905, a 
curious bell with the Medici coat of arms. 
Historical objects had a fascination for Mr. 
Miller, and this bell appealed to his imagina- 
tion and opened tv him the large possibilities 
in old bella of various ages and countries and 
peoples. 

Ifis quest led him to all parts of the world. 
Bells ure very often remelied, and it was in 
visits to foundries thet he discovered and 
rescued from oblivion many of his most 
Interesting and viluable bells. 

_Fo the poet the bell hus always had a 
distinct fascination, ‘Yoo often taken for 
kranted, the belt hus long played an import 
unt role in the life of civilization, Poe has 
perhaps expressed most realistically the 
place various bells have in our lives, and how 
Tuch more was this true in the lives of our 
forefathers, when bells were used far more 
| than now 

Sleigh bellawho hears them now? ‘he 
little tinkling bell over shop doors. Church 
bella=they grow more and more silent with 


the years. The milkman’s bell. The little bell 
that stood on the teacher's desk, Cowbells.

The most venomous of our native snakes 

live in lonely, little-settled districts, often on 
stony or swampy land that can not be culti- 
vated. Usually they disappear at the ap- 
| proach of man, and while they may strike if 
provoked, the popular belief in respect ta the 
distance they can strike is erroncous, ‘Three 
fourths of their own length is about the 
greatest distance possible, If the legs are well 
| protected when one is going into deep woods 
jor places known to be infested by rattlers or 
other poisonous snakes, there is slight chance 
of being bitten. 

as the food of snakes consists uf living prey 
they can not be killed by poisoned baits 

The only method thus far devised to kill them 
seems to be clubbing or shooting. This is best 
done in early spring, when they are still 
sluggish after the winter hibernation. Allow- 
ing hogs free run of infested land may reduce 
the number of snakes. Ilowever, the popular 
idea that hogs are immune to snake bite is 
probably based on the impenetrability by the 
venomous fangs of their thick skin and fat 
‘layer rather than on actual immunity of 
) these animals. 

The varieties most commonly found in 
this country are the Elapidae, or Harlequin 
snakes, and the Crotalidac, or “pit vipers,”

Storms 


Migratory birds on their way to southern 
wintering places are sometimes swept long 
distances out of their courses by storms. An 
interesting memorandum has heen received 
hy the Weather ureau of the United States 
Department of Agriculture in connection 
vith w marine weather report from the 
American steamship Manchuria. From Octo 
ber 27, when the vessel was in Jatitude 40)

evidently been swept to 
west breeze. The varietics noted included six 
or more robins, several starlings and thrushes, 
one cathird, a Hicker, many vesper sparrows, 
several bluebirds, many small tlycatcherlike 
birds, and many other small birds about the 
size af sparrows unfamiliar to the ship's 

oflicer who made the observations. 

\t the time these birds began to alight on 
the ship there seemed to be many more on the 
sea. Those that failed to make the ship died 
rapidly, although there were only light 
breezes. Undoubtedly thousands of birds are 
lost cach year during the migrating season in 
strong offshore breezes. Other ships report 
| similar visitations from birds, which some- 
times traveled more than 2,000 miles to port 
in the ships’ rigging

North Reading has been unfriendly to the 
reet Railway Co., for a number of years, 
a result of the discontinuance of the car 
line from North Reading Junctinn lo the 
nter a number of years ago. So far, the 


\North Reading Selectmen have refused to 


take any action on the bus permits. North 
Reading is indifferent on the subject so far 
as transportation is concerned. The town has 
adequate bus transportation by the Mason 
Line, and only a few persons on North Main 
street in Reading are concerned about the 


the desire of the strect railway com- 
pany, said Fred A. Cummings, vice president 
of the railway company,te oblain a permit 
from North Reading if possible. If North 
Reading continues to refuse, it will now be 
possible to apply the so-called “missing: 
link act, Under the state law, any town 
which obstructs a transportation scheme 
over a space of twenty miles can be handled 
by the State Department of Public Utilities, 
if the towns and cities on either side have 
acted favorably. 

It probably would take until the middle 
of January to get the permits from Everett 
and possibly from North Reading. Then the 
street railway company must hile ils appli 
cation with the department of Public 
Utilities. {t will take two or three weeks for 
the permit to go through this department 
and then about thirty days more to orde 
and get delivery on the busses. 

The street railway company has been 
mainly interested of Inte in clearing the way 
from Everett terminal through Malden, 
Melrose, Waketicld and Reading, to Andover 
and Lawrence, via the Reading-Andover 
state road, as the State Department of 
Public Works is anxious tu widen the state 
road fram Reading to Andover early next 
year. At the same time that busses are put 
n operation to Lawrence, however, the car 
line from Reading to Lowell will be discon- 
tinued and busses substituted. The road has 
no’ tually got the Wilmington permit, as 
yet, hut it has been voted favorably by the 
Selectmen of that town and is now awaiting 


some local technicalities regarding regula- 
tions which are to be straightened out by 
the Wilmington town counsel.

The personality In food Is supplied 
fn varlous ways, first {ta appearance, 
nextits taaste, 
then, of course, Its 
food vatue, which 
4 nppeals to the cal- 
orfe counter, When 
feod 1s dull, lack- 
Ing 1n color, tasti- 
nessa, la inatpid, 
lwok to the little 
spanish pepper to give zest to your 
dishes. 

The flavor of the pimtento is not ite 
only attraction; the cvelor adds bril- 
lance to an otherwise dult dish. The 
Mttle pepper comes packed In several 
sizes so that if one serves two, a small 
bottle [s provided, and when {t fs to 
be the chief Ingredient there Ia the 
seven-oaunce can. er stufllng, one 
may use any desired mixture. The 
peppers shoul? be drained, placed in 
muilin pans, and they are ready to 
be filled, 

Pimientoes Stuffed, With Mushroom 
Sauce. — Cook one small onion 
(chopped), one stulk of celery also 
chopped In two tublespoonfuls of fat 
until tender. Add one-half pound of 
round steak (ground), salt, pepper, 
wid a dash of cayenne to season, and 
cvok five minutes; remove from the 
bent, add three-fourths of a ecupful of 
cooked rice, one slightly beaten egg; 
mix well and fill the peppers. Sake 
untll brown 

Savory Sanawiches.—Take a small 
can of pimlentoes, three and one-half 
ounce size, chop after draining, add 
one-fourth cupful of peanut butter, 
one-fourth cupful of sweet pickle, and 
one-fourth cupful of mayonnalse. Chop 
the pickle and mix all together, ad- 
ding salt to taste. Spread on Iightly 
buttered bread and cut into any de- 
sired form. 

Pimlento Canapes.—Spllt the six 
pimientoes after draining, using a sev- 
en-ounce can. Sprinkle the Inner 
surface with salt and cayenne. Place 
a rectangular slice of cheese length- 
wise of the pepper and roll up. Skew- 
er with toothpicks securely. Roll tn 
flour, cook in a smatl amount of fat 
threa minutes or until the cheese 
melts and the flour browns, Serve on 
oval silcea of toust well buttered 
and hot,
